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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
including that of Otake et al., teaches similar writing systems but fails to teach the 
combination including the limitation of: 

Claim 15: "...a plane having multiple erase blocks, an erase block being the 
smallest unit of the array that may be individually erased; the system configured to 
select a number of planes according to characteristics of data to be stored; and the 
system configured to program individual erase blocks within each of the selected planes 
in parallel"; 

Claim 38: "...selecting a second number of erase blocks for storage of the first 
number of sectors, each of the second number of erase blocks located in a different 
plane, the second number being less than the number of planes in the memory, the 
second number being the smallest number of erase blocks that can contain the first 
number of sectors; and programming the first number of sectors to the second number 
of erase blocks in parallel". 

Claims 16, 17, and 39-42 are allowed as being dependent upon, and thus 
incorporating therein, the allowable subject matter of the respective parent claims.
